they w ere gobbled up' w ith such sud- j 
dennesg th at m any ranchers did not 
even get the proverbihl “look in” on 
the cam paign for b e tte r root stock. 
T his year the association has gone 
into the S anta C lafa valley, w here 
the finest type of black w alnut grows, 
and has secured a lim ited quantity 
of carefully selected wild w alnuts, 
for sale to th e associated grow ers 
at cost. T his m eans a price of tw elve 
cents a pound f. o. b.

In te sts a t Davis, for tw o years 
beginning 1919, varying am ounts of 
sulphur ranging from one pound to 
IOO pounds w ere thoroughly mixed 
w ith IOO pounds of w heat seed which 
bad previously been dusted with bunt 
spores.

Too Many Dairymen Keeping 
Animals at Loss, Says 
Bureau Statement 


The Babcock test, as carried out 
by the Farm B ureau cow tester, has 
been one of the chief factors in dem ­ 
onstrating the fact th a t too large a 
percentage of dairy cows in O range 
county are kept at an actual loss to 
their ow ners,’’ says a statem en t is­ 
sued today by the Farm Bureau. 
"W ith milk scales and a testin g 
|outfit, the cow teste r carries on sem i­ 
official work and show s the dairym an 
just w hat each cow in his herd is 
producing,” 
the 
statem en t 
contin­ 
ues. “In this way those cows which 
do not return a good profit or those 
which are not paying for their feed 
can. easily be located and culled out. 
In looking around through som e 
I of the largest herds in O range coun- 
| ty it is found th at som e real progress 
is being m ade along these lines. 
I 
“F. T. A ltken, a m em ber of the 
I Cow testm g association, has m ade a 
I big im provem ent in his herd w ithin 
the past few m onths. In A ugust he 
! was m ilking tw enty-eight cows. Since 
th en has sold eight head, but is get­ 
ting m ore pounds of b u tte rfat from 
j his present herd of tw enty and he 
says this was accom plished by te st­ 
ing and culling. 
“Plavan and Stringer, ow ners of a 
[good grade herd n e ar T albert, had 
a herd average of nineteen pounds 
b u tterfat In Septem ber. L ast m onth's 
report 
show s 
a herd 
average of 
thirty-five pounds, w ith exactly the 
sam e num ber of cows. T his w as due 
to m ore scientific feeding and m an­ 
agem ent. 
“One of the strongest a d v o c a te s 
of the “test—don’t guess” principle 
is J . J. Kelly, one of the larg est milk 
producers 
in the county. 
He was 
m ilking forty-five head and on ex­ 
am ining his records discovered th ir­ 
teen boarders.

selling this 
num ber he only reduced his produc­ 
tion tw elve gallons a day. At present 
feed prices this alone am ounted t a 
saving of about $60 a ihonth.

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IS MEASURES OF 


BIG INTEREST 
TO FARMERS 


Members of the Farm Bureau and 
farmers generally were today greatly 
interested in and discussing nineteen 
new measures of direct interest to 
farmers which were introduced in 
the state assembly and senate dur­ 
ing tkq second week of the session. 
Copies of the various bills are be­ 
ing sent to all the farm organiza­ 
tions in the state by the Agricultural 
Legislative committee. 
The committee, which is made up 
of twenty-six of the large farmers’ 
organizations of the state, held an 
important meeting in Sacramento 
during the week to pass upon legisla­ 
tive matters, which will be under 
discussion during the session. 
A get-together meeting between 
the farmers, business men and the 
legislators was held in the capitol 
building under the auspices of the 
Fruit and Agricultural bureau of the 
Sacramento Chamber of Commerce. 
B. H. Crocheron, director of ex­ 
tension for the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture and the college 
o{ agriculture, and Dr. W. H. Walker, 
President of the California Fcrm Bu­ 
reau Federation were the principal 
speakers. 
The budget of the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture was approved in 
its entirety, which is quite remark­ 
able in view of the fact that general 
cuts were made in practically all de­ 
partments. This department will now 
be able to increase its work consid­ 
erably. 
The College of Agriculture did not 
fare as well as the state department, 
the appropriation for maintenance 
having been reduced from the re­ 
quested 12,500,000 to $2,000,000. $400,- 
500 was recommended for buildings 
at the University Farm school at 
Davis and $50,000 for deciduous fruit 
investigations.

Jam es H. How ard, m ade to the city 
commission. 
H ow ard’s report was m ade on 
a 
recent petition 
to the 
com m ission 
from the W ashington H eights W. C. 
T. lf., protesting r.gainst the appear­ 
ance of signs bearing the words and 
displayed a t soft drink stands. 
Howard reports th a t th ere is noth­ 
ing in the V olstead a ct to prohibit 
the use of trade nam es in connec­ 
tion with grain drinks. On bis rec­ 
om m endation, the police departm ent 
will be ordered to notify all 
soft 
drink proprietors to discontinue the 
use of signs hearing the objectiona­ 
ble words. His opinion in part is as 
follows: 
“I find th at by th e term s of the 
N ational Prohibition act, comm only 
known as the V olstead act, the use 
of the words ‘beer,’ ‘ale,’ or ‘p o rter’ 
is directly prohibited. By subsequent 
o rder from the Federal Prohibition 
C om m issioner 
the 
w ords 
‘lager,’ 
‘bock,’ or ‘sto u t’ will be included with 
the words beer,’ ‘ale’ and ‘p o rter.’ I 
was personally advised by the Los 
Angeles representative of the federal 
com m issioner th at the use of these 
words, or any thereof, would 
re­ 
sult in prosecution. I find no basis, 
however, for prosecution on account 
of the use of any tradp name, and 
w as also advised by the local rep­ 
resentative of the federal 
com m is­ 
sioner th at nothing could be 
done 
to prevent the use of such 
trad e 
nam es 
‘ My recom m endation, therefore, is 
that the police d epartm ent be or­ 
dered to notify all soft drink stands 
w here are on display drinks using any 
of the prohibited words, th at continu­ 
ance of the display will result in 
prosecution. If the com m ission sees 
fit to do so It m ay also request 
the 
removal 
of 
objectionable 
trade 
nam es, but I find no m eans of re­ 
quiring such rem oval.”
